—By the ex­ 
plosion of gas iu shaft No. 2, of the 
Pittsburg 
Goal aud Coke com pany’s 
m ine late M onday uight, Iii men are 
supposed to have been killed and 30 
minors entombed. 
Smoke rose from 
the mouth of tho shaft in volumes dur­ 
ing Hie night. 
Groat excitem ent pre­ 
v a ils! and the entire population of tho 
town remained all night at the mine 
eagerly aw aiting some nows from those 
thought to be either buried under tons 
of slate or slow ly aw aiting either death 
from flames or relief from the outside, 
w ith sm all chanco favoring the former. 
' All rescuing parties say black dam p 
m akes tho work impossible aud they 
give up hope of finding any of the miss- 
; iug alive. 
The explosion occurred at a time when 
the shifts were changing from day and 
night and it is im possible to tell how 
m any men were in the m ine at the 
tim e, but certainly not less than 30 are I 
entom bed, 
Port Royal m ines are lo- : 
cabal in a thick vein coal belt and are 
for that reason extrem ely gaseous aud 
dangerous. 
State m ining officials have 
made their m anagem ent the object of 
repeated caution. 
Seven years ago there was another 
disastrous explosion at Port Royal and 
the m ine caught fire. 
It was necessary 
to fill it w ith water finally to quench 
the flames. To do this a hole was drilled 
in the bed of the river. 
T his is now 
only closed w ith a plug, which w as ar- 
arranged for such an em ergency as the 
present aud to drown out tho fire all 
j that la necessary is to take out the plug 
and the waters of the Youghieoughny 
will rush in.
